microscopical  anatomy  and  it*  important  bearings,  and  is  already

Lectures  will  commence  on  Wednesday  the  1st  of  October  next. 
They  will  be  delivered  in  the  Medical  School  Building  of  the 
Toronto  University,  Bituated  in  University  Park. 

Students  of  the  Toronto  School  ,,1'  Medicine  will  thufl  he  enabled, 
from  their  proximity,  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  afforded 
by  the  University   Library  and  Museum. 

During  the  pasl  year  the  Corporation,  at  great  expense,  procured 

an  extensive  and  valuable  assortment  of  anatomical  and  pathological 
models  and  preparations  made  in  Paris.  These,  together  with  the 
previously  existing  Museum,  and  which  i-  yearly  increasing  in  value 
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from  additions  thereto,  and  the  Medical  Museum  of  the  Toronto 
University  (which  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  this  School)  form, 
in  the  total,  a  collection  of  great  value  for  the  purposes  of  illustra- 
tion. 

The  Chemical  Lecture  Room  and  Laboratory  of  Univer- 
sity College  are  provided  with  every  modern  improvement,  and  the 
greatest  facilities  are  offered  for  the  study  both  of  Theoretical  and 
Practical  Chemistry,  under  the  able  direction  of  Professor  Croft. 

The  arrangements  in  reference  to  the  study  of  Anatomy,  it  is 
believed,  are  such  as  to  afford  the  student  in  this  department  greater 
advantages  than  exist  in  any  other  school  in  British  America. 

The  "Dissecting  Room,  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  is  amply 
furnished  with  material,  and  under  the  immediate  control  of  Dr. 
?,  formerly  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy  in  the  University  of 
Edinburgh. 

The  room  will  be  open  from  the  1st  of  September.

Four  Scholarships  will  be  annually  offered  for  competition,  viz.: — 
One  tor  Matriculants. 
One  for  Students  of  one  year's  standing. 
( >ne  for  Students  of  two  years'  standing. 
One  for  Students  of  three  years'  standing. 
No  Scholarship  will  be  awarded  to  any  Candidate  unless  he  shall 
have  been  classed   in  Honors  in  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  Depart- 
m<  qU  comprised  in   the  Examination.     Each  Scholarship  is  of  the 
value  nf  thirty  pounds  a  year.      Each  Scholarship  is  tenable  for  one 
year  only,  but  the  Scholars  of  one  year  are  eligible  for  the  Scholar- 
ships of  t!  ling  year. 

Students  who  have  not  previously  Matriculated  in  any  of  the 
Faculties,  may  compete  for  the  Scholarships  of  the  first,  second,  or 
third  years,  by  taking,  along  with  the  subjects  prescribed  for  that 
year,  the  Bubjeots  appointed  for  Matriculation. 

Every  Student  taking  a  Scholarship  is  required  to  Bign  a  declara- 
tion that  it  i-  his  intention  to  pursue  his  Medical  Studies  one,  two, 
or  three  years,  according  to  tin-  year  in  which  he  has  taken  such 
Scholarship,  and  proceed  i"  a  Degree  in  the  I 'niversity  of  Toronto.

No  Medal  will  be  awarded  to  any  Candidate  unless  he  shall  have 
been  classed  in  Honors  in  all  the  Departments  comprised  in  the 
Examination. 

A  PRIZE  of  the  value  of  Four  Pounds,  in  Books,  may  be  given 
annually  for  the  best  Composition  by  Students  below  the  stand- 
ing  of  B.A.,  LL.B.,  or  M.B.,  on  some  subject  to  be  proposed  by 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  in  each  of  the  following  Departments,  viz. : 
Greek  Verse,  Greel  Prose,  Latin  Verse,  Latin  Prose,  English 
Verse,  English  Prose,  French  Prose,  and  German  Prose. 

THREE  PRIZES  of  Books,  of  the  value  of  Six  Pounds.  Four 
Pounds,  and  Two  Pounds,  respectively,  may  be  given  annually 
for  the  three  best  Theses  by  Candidates  for  the  Degree  of  M.D. 

CERTIFICATES  OF  HONOR  will  be  given  to  those  Students 
who.  at  any  of  the  Examinations,  have  been  placed  in  the  First 
Class  in  Honors  in  any  Department.

wise. 

Degree  of  M.  B. 

The  following  are  the  requisites  for  admission  to  the  Degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Medicine,  viz. : — 

(1.)  Having  Matriculated  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  or  having 
Matriculated  and  passed  one  other  Examination  in  either  of  the 
Faculties  of  Law  or  Arts. 

(2.)  Being  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one. 

(3.)  Having  pursued  Medical  Studies  for  the  period  of  at  least 
four  years  ;  and  having  regularly  attended  Lectures  in  the  following 
branches  of  Medical  Education,  for  the  respective  periods  herein- 
after set  forth : 

Anatomy — Two  Courses  of  Six  Months. 
Practical  Anatomy — Two  Courses  of  Six  Months. 
Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine — Two  Courses  of  Six  Months. 
Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery — Two  Courses  of  Six  Months. 
Chemistry — Two  Courses  of  Six  Months. 
Physiology — Two  Courses  of  Six  Months. 

Midwifery  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children — Two  Courses  of 
Six   Months,   or    one   Course   of    Six   Months,  together   with 
Certificates  of  having  assisted  at  twelve  cases  of  Labour. 
Therapeutics  and  Pharmacology — One  Course  of  Six  Months. 
Practical  Chemistry — One  Course  of  Three  Months. 
Medical  Jurisprudence — One  Course  of  Three  Months. 

(4.)  Having  attended,  for  at  least  twelve  months,  the  practice  of 
some  General  Hospital,  and  having  attended,  for  at  least  six  months, 
Clinical  Lectures  on  Medicine  and  Surgery.

Degree  of  M.  D. 

The  following   are    the    requisites  for   admission   to    the   Degree 
of  M.D.,  viz.  :— 
Having  been  admitted  to  the  Degree  of  M.B. ;  being  of  one  year's 
standing  from  admission  to  the  Degree  of  M.B. ;  and  having  com- 
posed an  approved  Thesis  upon  some  Medical  subject.
